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ÚPrior to 2000 
• Access to rendering facilities was becoming limited 
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• County landfills were inconsistent on their 
acceptance and definition of packing plant offal's 
and “tipping fees” became prohibitive

• Restaurant grease, offal's and supermarket waste 
became a liability to entities rather than an asset
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• A follow-up meeting of a smaller working group was 
convened to further pursue solutions to this issue and 
concluded that data on the volume, type and annual cycles 
of “Biowaste” were needed to move forward
